CARE OF COLD DAMAGED GROVES - Dr. Herman J. Reitz, vice Director of the 
Citrus Experiment Station, has written an excellent article for the Mutual TRIANGLE on 
the care.of damaged groves. We strongly urge each grower to secure a copy of this issue 
(December 20, 1957) and read thoroughly. We quote from the last paragraph of the article. 
"In summary, probably the best program is to avoid pruning until late Spring; continue 
mite and scale control measures as necessary; avoid, if possible, stimulation of the trees 
into growth for the next two months; and pay particular attention to melanose next Spring." 


Of course, there are exceptions to every rule. Other experts have advanced the theory 
that trees completely defoliated will put out new growth regardless and it may be best in 
such cases to help this growth come out and harden before another cold spell. We suggest 
that if you have a serious problem you contact either the Citrus Experiment Station at Lake 
Alfred or the U.S.D.A. Field Station at Orlando for advice.
